The preaent expedition showa the 
dlfBcaltjr which is encountered by an 
army which must depend upon wagon 
trains in catching barefooted bandits 
in their own mountains and also gives 
proQf that the inaurcaau do not Inttnd 
to flght twttlea. 

General Hall left Santa Teresa Men 
day and marched 12 miles to Morong 
up and down roclty hills and through 
woods and swampa. Scores of his men 
fall oat owing to the extreme heat and 
. were left to follow as best they could. 
The head of the army arrived at Mo- 
rong at noon, having exchanged only 
a few shots with Insurgent skirmishers 
en the way. Groups of stragglers fol 
-lowed all day, hut the force was 200 
smaller than when it started. The nwn 
were almost 86 hours without rations 
and it was ooaaidarable of an acbleve- 
msttt for tliem to cover th« 'ground 
they did en route to Morong. 

The Americans met flocks of Filipl- 
DOfl and flags of truce, many of them 
young man with the bsarinc of sol- 
dlsrik Many discarded uniforms were 
found in the houses, apparently those 
of soldiers who had escaped by chang- 
ing their costumes from insurrecto to 
"amlgo" and walking boldly past the 
•nay. whli£ had sxpeeted to corral 
them. 

Pew were found about Morong. One 
member of the Washingrton regiment 
was killed and two were wounded in 
the encounter with the outposts. 

General Lawton, on board a gunboat 
searching the coast for Major Truman, 
ttopped at Binaugonan, opposite Mo- 
rong. The natives immediately ran up 
a flag of tru<^, but a delegation in ca- 
noea put oS apd greeted the Americans 
with tha miail protestaUons of frlend- 
■hl».

Bs^UlM to the Meketag Abeet 
OeMlam of Ssanlih Islaadi. 

Berlin, June 6.— The minister of for- 
eign affairs. Baron Von Buelow, ia the 
reichstag, made a sUtem^nt oo the 
subject of the German-Spainiah treaty 

for the sessions of the Carolina, La- 
drone and Pelew islands. 

He said that in order tq^round off 
the German possessions in the Pacifle, 
tnd in view of German commercial 
Interests which had long eklsted t!i 
the Caroline islands, "we considered it 
our duty to take care of this group, so 
that in the event of a change of own 
ership it should not be lost to Ger 
ouny'.** 

The minister then read the text of 
the agreement, which was concluded 
February 12, 1899: 
. "Firstr-Spain cede* the Carolines, 
Pelews and Ladrone islands, except the 
Island of Guam, in consideration of a 
compensation of 25,000,000 pesetas. 

"Second — Germany concedes the 
Spanish trade and agricultural enter- 
prises In those isian^s the ssme treat- 
ment and facilities as conceded to Ger- 
man trade, and concedes to the Span- 
ish religious orders in the islands the 
same rights and liberties aa the Ger- 
man orders. 

"Third— Spain will estcblish naval 
mercantile and coaling stations in the 
Carolines, Pelews and Ladrones and 
will be allowed to retain them in case 
of war. 

"Fourth— This agreement is to be 
submitted for the constitutional sanc- 
tion of the two countries and is to be 
ratified as aoon as the sanction is 
given." 

Contiruing, Baron Von Buelow said: 
Ad understanding has. also been ar- 
rived at with Spain regarding the mu- 
tual granting of conventional tariffs, 
such Bs correspond with the wishes 
and Intereata of Germany as well as 
Spanish trade. So soon as the cortes 
sanctions the sale of the islands we 
will submit the bill to the reichatag 
which will have the opportunity of a 
thorough and practical examination of 
the matter. TTntil then, we hope the 
reichstag will defer its discussion, out 
of international- courtesy."

They consider this a bad praeedent 
but it is admitted that t^ia is too ear 
ly to criticise tha action of the com 
missioners. 

Judge Mulligan, the former Ameri 
can consul, has arrived to conduct the 
compensation claims and defend Ma 
taafa. But tha commission has Inti 
mated that no notlea will be taken of 
the elataa beyond recording them, and 
it is possible the commlaalon will ask 
each power to compensate Ita own clt 
Isens or snbjects aa the caaa mnv he.
